Saturday Eve, Feb. 23, 1018. 


Dear Friend Ray:—

The soy gives It the 
color and characteristic flavor. A sub- 
stitute may be made for It by using a 
tablespoonful of kitchen bouquet and 
a little Worcestershire sauce.

CLOGS SHIPPING 


Unnecessary- articles sent by re- 


latives and friends to American sol- 
diers overseas are taking up so much 
space both on ships and on the con- 
gesfed French railroads that dras- 
tic curtailment of the parcel 
post 


privilege to the fighters in France 
will be necessary unless the public 
co-operates in decreasing the vol- 
ume of this class of mail. 


The postoffice department, in mak- 


ing this announcement, said a trans 
port reaching France this month car- 
ried, besides 751,980 letters, 330,810 
pieces of parcel post and newspa- 
pers, the whole taking up 12,000 cu- 
bic feet of space although weighing 
only 12U4 tons. 


The parcel post packages and 


newsppaers filled 10 French 
rail- 


road cars and, as cars are badly 
needed in France for war purposes, 
mail frequently 
has to 
wait at 


French ports for several days before 
transportation is availble.

parcel post packages for the soldiers, 
the statement says, shows that two 
thirds of the articles are on Gener- 
al Pershing-s canteen list and are

A ballot 
not marked and having no other mark -will be counted for all the candidates 
of that party in the column underneath, unless the names of some of the 
condidates of the party have been erased or a name be written in or a cross 
mark be placed in the square at the right of the name or names of candi- 
dates in another column. 
If the voter does not wish to vote for all the 


candidates nominated by one parly, he shall mark his ballot by making a 
cross or mark in the square at the right of the name of the candidate for 
•whom he intends to vote, or by inserting or writing in the name of the 
candidate. 


(c) A voter may vote for an entire group of candidates for presiden- 


tial electors by making a cross (X) or mark in the circle (0) under the par- 
ty designation at the head of the party column, or he may vote for the can- 
didates for presidential electors by making a cross (X) or mark in the 
square al the right of the name of each candidate for elector for whom 
tjc vistes to J'ole. If a voter does not wish to vote for any one or more 
candidates for presidential electors in the group, he may erase the name 
of such candidate or candidates and may write in Ihe space provided there 
for, the name or names of the person or persons for whom he desires to 
vote, and the cross (X) or mark in the circle (O) at the head of the party 
column shall count as a vote for each of the candidates in such column. 
If a voter does not wish to vote for any candidates for president or vice 
president, or for any presidential electors, whose names appear upon the 
ballot, he may insert or write in the names of the candidates for president 
and vice president, and presidential electors to a number equal to the num- 
ber of electors lo be elected, in the appropriate spaces in the blank col- 
umn at the right of the ballot.

(d) A voter may vote upon a question submitted to a vote of Ihe peo-' 


pie by making a cross (X) or mark in Ihe space at the right of the answer 
•which he intends to give. 


(e) The ballot should not be marked in any other manner. 
If the 


ballot be spoiled, it must be returned to the ballot clerk, who must issue 
another in its stead, but not more than three in ail shall be issued to any- 
one voter. 
Five minutes' time is allowed in booth to mark ballot.

official ballots or memorandum to assist the voter in marking his ballot 
can be taken into the booth, and may be used Jo copy from. 
The ballot 


must not be shown so that any person can see how it has been marked by 
the voter. 


(f) After it is marked it should be folded so that Ihe inside cannot be 


seen, but so that the printed indorsements and signatures of the ballot 
clerks on the outside may be seen. 
Then the voter should pass out of 


the booth or compartment, give his name to the inspector in charge of Ihe 
ballot box, hand him his ballot to be placed in the box, and pass out of the 
voting place. 


(g) A voter, who declares to the presiding officer that he is unable 


to read, or that by reason of physical disability he is unable to mark his 
ballot, can have assistance of one or two election officers in marking same, 
lo be chosen by the voter; and if he declares that he is totally blind, he 
may be assisted by any person chosen by him from among the legal voters 
of the county.

The last issue of the Ironwood 


Times contained the following let- 
ter which gives a good idea of the 
conditions prevailing at least in a 
part of Germany as well as in the 
German army. 
This letter was re- 


ceived by Frank Jasaczak of Iron- 
wood, from his brother, -who is a 
prisoner of war in France^ As will 
be noted in the Ie!tcr, he has two 
brothers serving in the 
German 


army. The letter follows: 


January, 18, 1918. 


My dear brother and sister-in-law: 


Just a few lines to wish you the 


best of hca!!h. Dear brother, I am 
notifying you that I received your 
package today, for which I thank 
you a thousand times. It was a great 
surprise to me, for I had not receiv- 
ed a letter from you for a long time. 
In the package I found a suit of un- 
derwear, two pairs of socks and six 
handkerchiefs. I do not know how 
long it has been on the way, as ail 
the stamps were lost. 


Father has written me thai Bern- 


ard, our brother, has been home on 
a furlough for fourteen days, and 
lha! Ignali had a furlough of fen 
lays. He also states that Bernard 
is to cook in the German army and 
that he looks fairly well, but Ig- 
r.atz, who is sen-ing in the regular 
army, looks ^ery poor, as the Ger- 
man army is fed very poorly. Fath- 
er claims this is no war, bu{ murder 
and starvation. He says: 


"In this war there are twenty-one 


Ltoys under seventeen years of age 
from our village, who have 
been 


killed. I have had a boy working 
for me on my farm and he, too, is 
drafted, and I have so much work 
to do and I cannot get any help. Eat- 
ables here are so high and scarce 
that one cannot buy anything." 


Where I am there are forty thou- 


sand Polish prisoners captured from 
the German army by the French, and 
we all want to enlist with Ihe Polish 
and fight for the Polish cause with 
the allies.

tax returns. Persons who are requlr- I 
ed to file returns under the provisions • 
of taw nn-1 who fail to ctt their re- 
turns In on time are subject to se- 
vere- penalties, as follows: 


For making false or fraudulent re- 


turn, not excveding $2.000 or not ex- 
ceeding one i year's Imprisonment, or 
both, in the discretion of the court, 
and. In ad.litlon, 100 per cent, of the 
tax evaded. 


For falling to make return on time, 


not less than $20 nor more than $1,- 
000, and. In addition, 60 ptr cent, of 
the amount of tax due. 


If on account of Illness or absence 


from home you are unable to render ' 
your return within the time prescribed 
by law you may obtain an extension 
of 30 days If a request therefor Is filed 
with the collector of your district be- 
fore the dee date of the return. la 
this request you must state the rea- 
son why the return cannot b« filed 
within the time prescribed by law. 


Collectors of Internal revenue are 


not authorized to granf extensions of j 
more than 30 days, but the commls- | 
sioner of Internal revenue bas author- 
ity to grant a reasonable extension 
beyond 30 days In meritorious cases. 
If you desire an extension of more 
than 30 days your request should b« 
addressed to the commissioner and 
should contain a detailed statement 
covering the reasons which mate It 
Impossible for you to file your return 
on or before April L 


The Internal revenue men are now 


completing their tour of the country, 
during which they were In touch with 
the people of every city and town. If 
you failed to sret In touch with the 
deputy which visited yonr section it Is 
not too late to get advice. Consult 
your postmaster as to where the near- 
est deputy Is now. Get your blank 
form, study the directions and the re- 
quirements as shown thereon and 
make your return without fail If your 
Income was sufficient to come within 
the bounds named In the law. 


It ts pointed out by Commissioner 


Roper that It Is Important that the 
people comply with the federal laws 
as fully as they are compljinj; with 
the drafts for men and the conserva- 
tion of fixxls and fuel. -The war must 
be paid for," says Commissioner Ilopvr. 
••Congress has as much rtsht to con- 
script a Just portion of Income as it 
has to conscript our boys. The tax 
for 1017 Is deslcned to reach moder- 
ate as well as large Incomes, to that 
all persons who are In financial posi- 
tion to bear a portion of the heavy t 
government expenses can be assessed 
In proportion to their ability to pay.
